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1. The headquarters of the 6 Military District Command (DC) of Chekfang is at 
Wenchou (120-38, 28-01) under WU Ch'uan-tlat Ca > ). Three cormanies 
of garrison troovs of the 6 MDC, with two small artillery pieces, are at 
Chtumen (12117, oe Pah are also about 60 militiamen from this 
district at Chaitoun (& 78 ) 


2 On 26 March, 10 junks loaded with grain left Ch'umen for Wenchou. Chinese 
Communist militia are catrolling the waters along the coast in the Wenchou 
area ani are searching all craft entering or leaving the area. About BO 
Chinese Commmist troons of the Shiht'ang (121-36, 28-17) militia are 
natrelling the coast in 3 motor junks. 


3. On 27? March a commany of regular Chinese Com-unist troops arrived at K'anmen 
(121-16, 28-06) to reinforce a comoany of regular troops already there. There 
are also about 100 militiamen with 2 amall artillery pieces in the same area. 
About 400 fishing junks at K'anmen are being ~revented from leaving the area 
by Chinese Comruniat authorities. Fach fisherman from these boats is 
receiving one catty of sweet votato chips daily while the boats are detained. 


4, There are four anti-tank guns at Huangtaao (121-06, 27-59). 


5. About 30 motor junks are Patrolling the area at the mouth of the Aochiang 
(120+ , 27- ). 


6. Four thousand Chinese Communist troops and 8 small gunboats ae from 
American fishing hoats are in the Ssuchtao (iW ff) and Huanglung (5 5 Ha) 
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areas in the Maan Islands (122- , 30- ). ‘wo hunired Chinese Communist 
troops are at Ptut'onshan (122-24, 30-00). 


There is one Chinese Communi st fortification at Panshenghsiao tao CF if eds a 
and one at Tlangt'outeut (4/% £8 oe ) in the Shenchiamen (122-18, 29-58) 
area, each equimmed with two guns. 


On 28 March, headquarters and elements of the 189 Regiment, 63 Division, 

21 Army, arrived at linhat (121-07, 28-53); elements of the 187 Regiment 
arrived at Tach'4 (121-15, 28-29) and elements of the 188 Reciment arrived 

at Paich'£ (121-08, 28-22). On 30 March, the 189 Regiment was moving north 
from Linhal, the 187 Regiment was moving from Tach!4 to Buangyen (121-15, 28-H1) 
and the 198 Regiment was moving from Paich’t to Tach'4. 


On 23 March elements of the 186 Regiment, 62 Diviston, at Mainen (121-25, 28-43) 
moved to an area along the highway between Linhal an? Tiientiad (121-02, 29-10). 


Headquarters of the 7 Army Group (AG) is at Chungeneng (‘f if ) road, Mangchow. 
The ~roduction office of the ? AG te aleo in Hangchow. 


The 21 Army, 7 AG, i6 at Linhaiy the 22 Army 4s at ‘ineno*® (121-32, 20-54), 
the 65 Division is at Choushan (122- , 30- ) and the 66 Division is at 
Mashan (23 uj). 


On 23 March, headqnarters of the 21 Army arrived at Venchou. On 24 March 
the 18° Regiment was reving from Lech!ing (120-57, 28-08) toward Huangyen. 


Reconstruction of former Nationalist defenses and the construction of new 
defenses has been completed at Shenchiamen. 


Chekiang authorities have ordered that loans be extendad te farmers for 
spring planting but provincial authorities beliera 1t is too late for loans 
to be effective and they expect a bad harvest.

On 30 Merch a battalion of Chinese Communist troods arrived at Huangtaze 
where two battalions are already stationed. 


On 25 March a regiment of the 105 Division, 35 Army, was in Hungch'4das
